On the evening of August 22, 1950, the writer observed 
a program entitled "Teleforum" which appeared over Station KTLA, 
Channel 5# at 11>30 HI on that evening. The moderator of this 
program is FREEMAN LUSK, and the topic for the evening was “is 
It Necessary to Intern American Communists?" The participants 
In this debate were the captioned individuals representing the 
negative and State Senator JACK B. TENNEY and ERIC PRIDINOFF 
for the affirmative.

Prior to introducing the participants in the program, 
FREEMAN LUSK stated that he did not desire, to have any Communists 
In his show) affirmed his own Americanism; and stated that he 
wanted this topic to be discussed solely by Americans and did 
not desire to give Communists an opportunity to appear on his 
show. 

In his preface# he stated that KEN CROFT was the 
Associate director of the American Friends Service Committee, 
which he stated is a pacifist organization. He stated that 
GEORGE ROLF la a member of the same committee. 

_ ' i 

Senator TENNEY was Invited to speak first, at which time 
he quot ed f rom the Communist Manual which he said was written 
by j. PETERS who left the United States on the same ship as 
OERHARDT EiSLER. Senator TENNEY stated that the Communist 
Manual 16 the Bible of the Communist Party, and he quoted a 
pledge that each member of the Communist party takes. He 
stated that w.e must certainly recognize that a person pledged 
to defend the Soviet Union Is an enemy of this country. 

TENNEY quoted J. EDGAR HOOVER as stating that everyImportant 
Comwmlst functionary in the united States has b een trained in 
the LENIN Institute In Mpseow for espionage. TENRST stated that 
the Communists should be interned and placed in a spot where they 
cannot commit espionage He stated that he had given ho thought 
how they should be Interned but stated certainly there should 
be nothing Inhuman In the treatment of them. 
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KEN CROFT was given the floor and stated that with 
regard to the Communist Manual, he also has a Bible which in 
It states you should love your enemies and do good to others 1 
who persecute you. He stated that this country is founded on 
equality, liberty. Justice, etc. Be said that we must remember 
that communists after ail are human beings, and that many of them 
are also citizens of this country. He stated that California 
has a poor record regarding the treatment of its citizens which 
he elucidated by discussing the treatment of Japanese during the 
recent World War. He stated that if we intern Communists, we 
are going too far in the direction of totalitarian methods, and 
that we should remember the proverb, "You become what you fight." 
CROFT stated that he is afraid this country will approach the 
totalitarian method if we lnslBt on interning Communists. 

CROFT claimed that the loyalty oath was stupid, stating that 
the Communists are the first to swear allegianoe to this country. 

He made other remarks concerning the fact that we must respect 
the rights of the minority and also directed his arguments along 
moral Christian lines. 

ERIC FRIDINOFP then spoke and stated that CROFT was 
, arguing that Christians should object to interning certain people. 
FRIDINOFP said that we isolate murders, plaoe the insane in 
institutions, and that traitors are killed. H» stated that 
Communists are servants of the Communist International and of the 
Soviet %ion, a foreign power, and that they should not, there¬ 
fore, be treated as Americans but should be treated as traitors, 

He stated that as an example of the way that Communists outside 
the Soviet Union follow the Instructions of STALIN, that at the 
time HITLER was invading Yugoslavia and Bulgaria, STALIN In¬ 
structed the Communists in those countries to assist HITLER, 
which they did, engaging in sabotage and other obstructive 
methods. FRIDINOFP continued that he considered Communists 
to be criminal! and worse than murders. He stated that a Com¬ 
munist dedicates his life to Communism, whereas a murder can be 
corrected. He concluded by stating that he believes the 
Communists must be segregated for our own protection. 

GEORGE ROLF then spoke and stated that he is not emphatioal 
ly opposed to interning Communists but was concerned with the 
method of Interning them, with particular reference to insuring 
the preservation of their oivll liberties. There was some dis¬ 
cussion about the proper method of interning and ROLF stated that 
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he believes there should be definite information concerning each 
Individual interned that he had either engaged in sabotage or 
some other operation deleterious to the country and appeared tp 
feel also that process of Interning could be handled by the courts 
through presentation of evidence against the individuals. 

CROFT then entered the discussion and stated that he 
is a Presbyteriani that he fought in World War 11} and that he . 
has become a pacifist since World War II, PRIDINOFF asked 
CROFT, "What would you do with a traitor?" CROFT answered the 
question by asking, "What do you mean by a traitor?", and con¬ 
tinued .by stating that he disagrees with the view that Communists 
are not human beings or Americans, and that they must have pro¬ 
tection under our lawsi> that if we adopted the technique of 
other countries, we sacrifice the principles of our country. He 
stated that Chief Justice HOUSES stressed there must be an 
"Immediate danger" before a person can be restrained. CROFT 
was afraid that tomorrow we will Intern the Communists and then ' 
who will be next. He continued that since the FBI haB such good 
records and we know who all the Communists are, they should not 
be Interned until there is at least a clear and present danger. 

TENNEY quoted from the book "Why Communism" by M. 0. 
OQLAND (phonetic). He stated that the book tells every member 
of the Comnunist Party that in the event of a Rue dan war, the 
workers throughout the world in ammunition plants should go on 
strike, railroad workers should go on strike and guard against 
others operating the railroads. Senator TENWEY said that the 
only thing he wants to do la to insure the country is secure. 

, He stated that the Communist is Iron disciplined and would commit 
murder or any crime for Russia. 

ROLF then spoke and stated he was against putting the 
Japanese away in the last war and Btated what we should do now 
is segregate only those who are saboteurs and who are dangerous 
and put them away. He said that he is.concerned lest some 
individuals who are not Communists be Interned. PRIDINOFF 
then spoke and said that Innocent people are frequently sent to 
prison, and it is possible the same thing might happen in 
connection with the Communists. There was some general dis¬ 
cussion, and then PRIDINOFF stated there is only one way to 
treat a traitor- "He should be executed." 
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TENNEY then told KEN CROFT that you are the type of 
person who Is used by the Communists in their various front 
organisations and such other things as the Stockholm Peace 
Petition. ROLF then interJeoted,that if they gave each of 
the Conmunists a trial, he could not oomplaln against that. There 
were some other remarks which were personally pointed at CROFT, 
at which point, LUSK interposed the statement that CROFT is 
a Christian pacifist and a conscientious objectorand explained 
that from hifi interpretation of CROFT'S discussion, CROFT is 
against internment solely or the basis of Constitutional Rights 
and religious grounds, LUSK further explained the position of 
PRIDINOFF and TENNEY, stating that they believed that Coranunlets 
are not loyal to the United States, and that it is o national 
security measure to intern them at this time. LUSK stated 
that there Would be no time for further general discussion 
and invited listeners to phone in questions 

One question was directed to TENNEY asking him about 
the Independent progressive Party. TENNEY replied that this 
was an implementation of the Communist Party. Following this 
statement by TENNEY, LUSK offered representatives of the 
IPP to defend their position. A question was asked of CROFT ' 
that he distinguish between an American Communist and a Communist. 

1 CROFT answered this by stating that American Communists have 
not been required to face the question of loyalty.

Burns said his committee will 
investigate the alleged infiltra¬ 
tion of Communists into water 
and power projects and trans¬ 
portation and communications 
operations. 

Infiltration Report 
- "We have evidence there has' 
been an extensive infiltration of 
Communists into public utilities 
in critical areas of the State,” 
Burns said at a press confer¬ 
ence. 

"There certainly is no place 
in public utilities of this “State ' 
for Communists,” he said. 

He said the purpose of the 
public hearings will be to point 
out "the danger of hiring of 
employees in critical operations 
which could be sabotaged in 
time of war.” 

The public hearings here and 
in Los Angeles “probably” will 
be held in October following 
another closed-door preliminary ' 
session in Los Angeles, Burns

Bums' also announced' that 
'the committee will recommend 
that five Pacific Gas & Electric 
Co. employees and one from the 
Coast Counties Co. be cited for 
contempt for refusing to testify 
before the committee during 
the two-day closed hearing. 

"We also are recommending 
that the companies discharge 
the men,” he said. 

The five PG&E employees ap¬ 
peared before the committee 
yesterday. Donald Powers, 20, 
Walnut Creek, a head fitter for 
Coast Counties Co. and an offi¬ 
cial in the company’s employee 
independent union, declined to 
testify during today's morning 
session.

Mr. RICHARD COMBS, Chief legal counsel for the committee, 
commonly referred to as the BURNS* Committee, advised that a public notice 
was issued prior to the hearings recfuesting any individual who desired to 
appear before the committee could do so on a voluntary basis in order to 
clarify any particular issue or item that has previously appeared in the 
committee's reports. 


The proceedings on July 26, 1954 were as follows: 


Senator BURNS, Chairman of the committee, read a prepared statement 
at the outset of the hearings explaining the reason why the hearings were 
being held by stating that they were held to enable any individuals who have 
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been mentioned in the committee's reports to voluntarily appear and set 
the record straight as to their activities in the Communist Party (CP) 
or their CP sympathies in the past. He further stated that the committee 
was interested in obtaining the facts regarding any.person's name mentioned 
in the reports and give them an opportunity to clarify their status. 

A telegram was then read from GUY ENDORE by Senator BURNS which 
read: "Unable to attend, will amplify my previous statement by mail." 

The voluntary witnesses appearing on July 26, 1954 were:

On July 28, 1954 the committee heard witnesses regarding 
an inquiry on matters involving the Westminster School District of Orange 
County which was requested by citizens in Orange County and officials in 
that school district regarding the interference in their school administration 
of the organization entitled Westminster School Improvement Association 
which they stated may be subversive in character. Those testifying were:

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The individuals testifying before the committee on July 26 and 2?, 
1 95k were all asked whether they were now or ever had been a member of the 
Communist Party or Communist Political Association.

ALBIN CZERNIAWSKI testified on July 28, 195U and denied that he 
had ever been a Communist or knowingly a member, of Communist-front groups.

A summary of each individual's testimony is set out hereafter 
under separate caption and the insert pertaining to each witness will be 
included in the subject's Los Angeles file where pertinent. 
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Testimony of HOWARD B3TABROOK 
on July 26, 1951i 

ESIABROOK testified that he is presently employed as a screen 
and television writer at RKD Studios* He said that he was formerly a 
writer for Hetro-GolchTyn^ayor, Paramount, and 20th Century Fox studios. 

He statad that ho was vice-president of the Screen Writers Guild (SOT) 
four or five years ago and that MUX McCALL was president of the $OT when 
he was vice-president. Ho was asked by the committee regarding his 
knowledge of Communist Party infiltration and control of the SOT* Ho 
replied by stating the only evidence that he could see of any Communist 
Party (CP) control of the SOT was when someone introduced a motion of a 
certain employee that was leaving the guild be paid §1,000 as a separation 
pay for work done for the SHJ* ESTABR0OK stated that this employee had 
sided rather prominently on the left side* Ho further testified that 
there was very little CP infiltration among movie producers. He explained 
that the SOT was a one hundred percent union shop and worked on a basic 
minimum agreement and that it depended on the persons hiring Individuals 
of the guild as to whether the wrong people would become members of the SOT 
and could then endeavor to gain control of the union* He advised that he 
had appeared voluntarily before the committee and commended the present 
committee for the work they were doing in doaring the air on this 
situation* 


He stated that in connection with hie affiliation with the 
People's Educational Center he was called on the telephone and was asked 
to teach a course on writing and directing at the canter. He stated that 
he gave two lectures at the People «s Educational Center in 19bl*« He 
proceeded to c&ke derogatory statements regarding the previous members 
of this committee, commonly referred to as the "Tenney Committee", in that 
they merely listed names and associated individuals' names with subversive 
type organisations without giving them a ohanee to explain or knowing the 
full facts* He then stated he approved of the present "fact-finding 
committee 1 * and the way it is presently being conducted. He then stated 
that he had made contributions to the American Youth for Democracy but 
he could not recall the date. Committee members supplied the date X9U1* to 
which he stated he could not recall the exact date but it was around that 
time, ESTABROOK testified that ho bought a ticket to a show at the 
Actors Laboratory which he had them hold at the boat office. As a result of 
this he stated he was listed and included as a sponsor of this production 
which was later listed as a Communist front organization* 

He then admitted participation In the Organization Hollywood 
Writers Mobilization (fra). He said this committee was set up to promote 
and help the War effort. Ho then cited page 220 of LOUIS BUDENZ's article 
"Men Without Faces" regarding the SM, Be admitted joining the Writers 9 
Congress and referred to the article by BUDM5 regarding the congress and 
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stated that ho did not see why th© Communists wanted to "mess around 
with thee© organization* n He gave as an example the "HoUyv.nod Reporter* 
where the ConsirunistB attempted to edit a publication and gain control of 
these various organizations* He now sees how it all unfolds and sees the 
purpose of it* He then added that the BUDENZ article should be called 
"Invisible Men Without Faces." 

ESihBROOS then testified that he is not now nor has he ever been 
a member of tho CP or .Communist Political Association* At this point 
ED GIBBONS, editor of the anti-Comaunist magazine "Alert" arose from his 
seat as a spectator and stated that he wanted to refute ES^BROOK’S 
testimony* Senator BURKS then advised GIBBONS to arrange during a recess 
for a place on the agenda* 

On June 27* 195U ESE1BR00K again appeared before the Committee 
and produced an excerpt from the Congressional Record of the 79th Congress 
explaining the existence and setup of the Hollywood Writers Mobilization 
to support his previous statements regarding this organization. He then 
stated that he thought that the television industry "is a real mess." Ho 
said that the TV industry is real sensitive to any type of subversive 
activities of ary individuals appearing or connected with television* Ho 
stated that the movie industry has only the particular production to sell 
whereas television in addition to having tho production is faced with a 
problem of advertising the product and therefore the advertising agencies 
connected with television are sensitive and fearful that the public will 
stop buying the product if anyone appears on television with pa3t C? 
connections. He stated that each agency has their own wey of picking tho 
persons hired and that a lot of them just look at the TENNEY report index 
and stop there without, going to the context to determine what is 
reported. He further said "the TV boyo should come out of the back room 
and take the T? industry ty the neck." Tn this regard he stated there is 
no organization in the TV industry and that television needs a central 
bureau similar to the movie industry where these natters could bo taken care 
of in a matter of minutes. Ee then suggested that tho committee set up 
a liaison with the television industry to arrive at some solution with this 
problem* 
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Testimony of JESSE L. LASKY, JR. 
on July 26, 195U 

USKY testified that he resides at 872? Shorehame Drive, Los 
Angeles, California where he has resided for approximately the last two 
months. He previously resided at 00? Oreontree Road. He was asked by the 
committee if he is now or ever has been a member of the CP. To this 
he answered in the ne^tive, The committee then asked if he had ever 
resided at 103li South Catalina Street, Los Angeles, California. He 
replied "No Sir." Committee counsel then inquired if LASKY had ever signed 
a petition to qualify the CP for the ballot. To this LASKY also replied 
In tho negative. It was established that LASKY was therefore not 
identical with the JESSE LASKY mentioned in the previous reports, 

LASKY stated that whoever this individual was that ho was different in 
heart, soul, mind, and body, and that ho did not think and approve of any 
Coumranlst viewpoints. 

LASKY advised that he was presently a writer at Paramount 
Studios. He further stated that he was in the Array in the Philippine 
Invasion when the LASKY cited in the reports was identified with Hollywood 
Communist front organizations. He said that he was glad to play a part 
in the anti-Comnunist fight. He explained that on April 22, 1 9k9 he 
filmed a motion picture entitled "Sickle And The Cross" for the Luthera 
Church. It was a movie of Communism verses the Christian World. Ho 
presented an article appearing in the "Daily Peopled World" dated 
February 28, 19$U wherein appeared a critical review of one of his works 
"Hell And High Water." 
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Tastimony of ALBERT LE17IS 
on July 26j 195>U 

LEWIS testified that he resided at I 4 OO East 57th Street, New 
York City and that he flew in to Los Angeles for the sole purpose of 
testifying at this hearing* The committee made it clear that they had 
conferred with him previously that he did not have to appear before the 
committee* LEWIS stated he wanted to appear to clear his name* 

LEWIS Stated that inasmuch as the ALBERT LEWIS mentioned in 
the reports i^ of"an entirely difforent vocation* it is a very unfair 
supposition to think that he is identical with this LEWIS* He made the 
recommendation io the committee that the index refer to the LEWIS 
mentioned in the repofts as a scientist. He then told how an executive 
refused to read a script owned by EDDIE CANTOR and himself because of 
his name appearing in the committee’s reports index* He advised.that he 
has never been a member^of the CP or Communist Political Association, the 
American for Democracy and that he has never resided at 39$9 Dsnver 

Avenue, Los Angeles * California. This is clearly a Cass'of mistaken 
identity. / 
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Testimony of WILLIAM KOZLENKD 
on July 26, 195U 

KOZLENKO stated that he was a writer for motion pictures and 
television and resided at 1236 South Camden Drive, Los Angeles, He 
stated that he made a request to the committee to appear before them and 
was there on a voluntary basis and stated this must be some case of 
mistaken identity and explained that he had never been a member of the 
CP now or at anytime in the past. 

In regards to the mistaken identity, he said that there was one 
WILLIAM KQSLENKO connected with the organisation Soviet-Amerlcan Friendship. 
KOZLENKO stated that he came to Hollywood from Hew York in 19U2 and started 
writing for Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, He stated that due to his lame condition 
and because he was a music lover he used his living room on mary occasions 
to plsy music and invited many guests to his house. He stated that he 
had formerly met EARL ROBINSON in New York and that &)BINSON came over 
to his house and a gathering listened to ROBINSONS works 11 Ballad for Americans* 
At that time ROBINSON suggested using KOZLENKO’s living room to put on 
musical concerts which he explained would be a paid admission and that the 
proceeds would go "far a worthy cause*" KDZLENKD stated that his name 
was listed as a sponsor for these musical programs and that his name had been 
mentioned'in the "Daily Peopled World”. The American Youth for Democracy 
was one such organization that was listed and he stated that he did not 
sponsor this or any other organization that he knew to be connected with 
the CP, He advised that he suspended these ©vents when he realized there 
was some Communist connection. • He stated that he is a member of the anti¬ 
communist Motion Picture Alliance and that he is definitely against ary 
type of Communism, He submitted an affidavit dated February 18, 1953 with 
the complete list of the organizations with which he has been connected.

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Testimony of ART ARTHUR 
on July 26m 195>U 

ARTHUR testified that he resided 965U Heather Road, Beverly Hills, 
California and that he hag been a producer and screen writer since 1936. 

He stated that he was formerly Executive Secretary of the Motion Picture 
Industry. Council and that this council was responsible and contributed to 
virtually eliminating Communist activities in Hollywood* The council 
lent active support to the investigations during the five years he was 
Executive Secretary of the council. He stated that he resigned as of 
March, 1951i. He stated the leading members of this organization were, also 
members of the Motion Picture Alliance and that each individual was chosen 
by his own member organization for representation on the council. ARTHUR 
stated that this oouncil was a "blue ribbon body," He then pointed out 
that he was a dear friend of ALBERT S. ROGELL who was mentioned as being 
on the Executive Board of the Hollywood Independent Citizen*s Committee 
Arts, Sciences, and Professions Council (HICCASP) and in ROGELL* s abBOnca 
he wanted to state that ROGELL was one of the first individuals in Hollywood 
to "smell the Communists and denounce JOHN HOWARD LAWSON and other 
leading Communist figures in Hollywood,** ARTHUR presented a letter 
in behalf of ROGELL showing his anti-Coimnunist feelings. 

ARTHUR stated that on page 372 of the 1948 Committee Report his 
name (ART ARTHUR) was listed on the Editorial Committee of "Screen Writer", 
official publication of the SWG. He said that he was on the conmittee 
and was continually fighting the editor of "Screen Writer" and that he 
did everything he could to fi^it Communism, He said that he had been 
accused of being a "undercover man for the Federal Bureau of Investigation" 
because of his activities in denouncing the editor of "Screen Writer." 

ARTHUR tea tilled that he was not now or had ever been in the 
past a member of the CP or Communist Political Association and he said 
that radio and television used this guide (TENNEI report) as a Bible and 
that in his estimation the radio and television industry was "highly 
radio active." 

ARTHUR wag then asked by the committee's counsel as to what 
Communist front was currently operating in Hollywood. ARTHUR replied that 
In his opinion the Hollywood Arts, Sciences, and Professions Council 
which was a carry over from HICCASP was the present CP front in Hollywood. 
ARTHUR further stated that the International Workers Order was active but 
that labor in Hollywood was strongly anti-Communist. He then presented for 
Inclusion in the record an affidavit of ALBERT S. ROGELL dated December 7» 

1953. 
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Testimony of MARX McCALL BRAWSON 
on July 27j 195U 

BRANSOH testified that she resided at 6200 MUlholland Drive, 
Hollywood 28, California. She had spent the last 20 years in Southern 
California and that she has been a screen writer for the past 22 years. 

She testified that she was president of the Screen Writers Guild (SWG) 
19U2-19143, 19U3-19W, 1951-1952. 

She stated she belonged to the Writers 1 Congress and was on the 
Advisory Gonxoittee. She mentioned the call to the Congress in August of 
191 j 3 and stated that Bhe was connected with the Writers 1 Congress while she 
was president of the S7G. She then testified that she was a member of 
the Hollywood Writers Mobilization (HWM) whitfi she stated was a clearing 
house for writers# She said this organisation was started almost immediately 
after Pearl Harbor and that approximately ninety percent of all working 
writers in this area belonged. 

She was then asked about infiltration and control of the SIVG. 

She stated that "In 19 US it had become apparent that a minority was working 
in SWG of Connnunists judging them by their actions but did not see their 
cards.” 


She was then asked regarding her membership on the Emergency 
Committee on KFI. She stated that she was connected with this committee 
and she did not think the owner of radio station KFI was right in dismissing 
employees from the station and that the action was not warranted, that 
it was capricious and was not in the public interest, therefore she took 
a part in this committee^ work** 

She then testified regarding the Actors Laboratory wherein she 
stated she attended two plays and that they had included her name on a 
list as an audience sponsor. 

She then stated she was a member of the Hollywood Democratic 
Committee and that she was connected with this group. She thought it was 
a part of the regular Democratic Party and she advocated that it become a 
regular working part of the Democratic party but that she was voted down 
in this matter and she later discontinued her membership* 

She stated at this point that she had three sons who enlisted 
in the Army, one who. is presently in Korea, and that her husband had served 
for 28 years in the Army either active or on reserve status. She 
read a statement ,r I am not a Communist, have never been a Communist and 
I say solemnly with the realization that I am under oath, that I would rather 
be dead than be a Communist.She stated she is not a Communist sympathizer 


\x> 
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or did she perform any acta in conformity with the Communist Party or 
bring aid and comfort to the Oomnnmist Party* She further testified 
that the Communists loathed her because she was n a middle of the road 
individual and that she got in their way.* 1 She said that if she was 
guilty of anything it was an "apathy* in that she and others did not 
fight the Communist infiltration into Hollywood as actively as they 
should. Her main complaint was that she was listed in the 1948 report 
of the committee as having attended a meeting on March k 3 19U3 of the 
Hollywood Democratic Committee. She then proceeded to prove to the 
committee that she was attending the annual banquet of the Academy of 
Motion Picture Arts and Sciences at the Ambassadors Hotel on that night* 

She stated that she was a member of th® Executive Commission 
of the Hollywood,Independent Citizen’s Committee Arts, Sciences, and 
Professions Council (HICCASP) of the first year of its existence and that 
her sole connection with the People’s Educational Center was in the late 
fall of 19i|0 when it was known as the League of American Writers. She 
taught one class for DORE SCHARY and was using one of her scripts "Congo 
Mazie” as the basis for class discussion and at no time was there anything 
regarding Communism mentioned. Mrs. BRANSON stated that she has always 
been a "middle of the roader" and that it is like being surrounded by 
a cellophane wall because you are exposed all around* 

At another point in her testimony she stated that whan the 
"mighty middle" worked hard, the Communists never took over an organization. 
She stated that the Screen Writers Guild had over 900 members and that 
the Communists did not take it over. She stated that they tried the old 
Communist technique to get executive board members and office help to work 
at the Screen Writers Guild. She stated that any organization wants to be 
sure of the intelligence and integrity of the paid employees to avoid 
Communist infiltration. The communications (radio, television, and movie 
industry) now want to make 3ure who they are hiring. However, in 
attempting to screen their employees, they are using available information 
from "professional detectives and early reports of this committee" and 
thiB information is being taken as the gospel. . She recommended to the 
committee that if there could be something set up here the employees 
could get a clearance from the "Department of Justice where there could 
be trained investigators where they have no ax to grind." She stated this 
would be an extraordinary thing but she thinks that the Department of 
Justice should screen employees of the communications industry as these 
are extraordinary times. 
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Testimony of PAUL FRANKLIN 
on July 27* 195U 

FRANKLIN testified that he resided at 12970 San Vicente Road, 

Los Angeles and that he has been a writer for the past 2? years in 
motion pictures and recently in television,, He testified that he is 
not or ever had been a member of the Communist Party (CP) or had any 
CP sympathies* He testified that he was president of the Radio Writers 
Guild 19U2-19L3, 192*9-1950. He waB asked by the committee counsel 
as to whether there was any CP infiltration in the Radio Writers Guild, 

He stated that he did notice CP Infiltration in 19i»9 and 1950 where upon 
he resigned from the organization and has not attended a meeting of the 
Radio Writers Guild since 1950* He was asked as to the seriousness 
of the infiltration of the Radio Writers Guild and he stated that he 
did not think they attempted to set the policy but that there were 
people of questionable loyalty in the Radio Writor3 Guild during 
this period. He stated that he was a member of the Hollywood Democratic 
Committee. He could not remember the exact date but joined in 191*2 and 
remained active fbr approximately 18 months. FRANKLIN stated he was 
in the Writers Congress 19l*l-19iJ* and that he was a member of the Hollywood 
Writers Mobilization which was started in the beginning of World War II 
and that ninety percent of the writers belonged and that he did not see 
any Communists in the organization at that time* 

FRANKLIN stated that "ny career has been pro-American and 
anti-Communist and has been fighting Communism,” 
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Testimony Regarding WE$ TOASTER SCHOOL 
IMPHOVESOTT ASSOCIATION 

on July 28, 195k 

LLOYD moms, publisher of the Westminster Herald Newspaper s 
testified and furnished the committee notes end offered to supply 
photographs and tope recordings regarding hie suspicions of the 
Westminster School Improvement Association tfhlch was formed less than a 
year ago for the acfcnitted purpose of obtaining a change in administrations 
of the Westminster School District# 

He testified that he became suspicious of this organization when 
one of the members, ALBIN CZERHIAW3KI,was a member of the Independent 
Progressive Party aid a subscriber to the "Peoples World 0 Cbnraunist 
publication, THOMAS stated that he was not welcomed at the association 1 b 
meetings although they were billed as being open to press and public and 
he with a friend, RALPH EDWARDS a Westminster bean rancher and a juvenile 
assistant, hid in the attic of the Westminster Odd Fellows Hall on four 
occasions in January through March where they listened to the proceedings* 
THOMAS admitted that thus far his investigation has produced no evidence 
of possible subversion In tho organization other than CZERNIAbSKX*8 record. 
Committee Counsel, RICHARD 00UBS, asked THOMAS what conclusions he had 
reached as a result of his investigation. He stated "I bolieve that a civic 
group working for the benefit of the schools should not have members or 
officers who have been members of the organizations not akin to our American 
way of life - especially when it sought to gain control of the school and 
succeed It. 11 

ALB IN CZERNIAWSKI testified before the committee and denied that 
he had ever been a Communist or knowingly a member of Communist front 
groups. He admitted Joining th© International Workers Order for the 
Insurance benefits but not knowing of tho Communist connection and 
registered for the Independent Progressive Party when HENRY WALLACE was 
running for president. CZERIIIAI7SKI admitted that he subscribed to the 
"Peopled World" and "In Fact", both Conmunist publications, but that he 
did not read them much and did not believe them to be un-American. He 
stated that ho had those publications in order to please his customers. He 
testified that he was a hardware dealer in Westminster and that he had boon 
the victim of a whisper campaign which was climaxed on May 10, 1951j. in a 
drug store in Westminster when THOMAS called him a Communist and he retaliated 
by slapping the publisher in the face. CZEHEJXAWSKI submitted written 
statements from individuals testifying to his loyalty. 
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LEROY C. KING is the n m chaiman of the School Board who was 
the association 8 ©, successful candidate in the recent election as were 
MARSHALL SHELSIAD and Mrs* Qi&JEVIEVIS WASHBURN* KINO testified W I cannot 
by any stretch of the imagination say there was any Communist influence

2D GIBBONS, editor of the anti-Communist publication "Alert”, 
testified that the Screen writers who testified on Monday and Tuesday to 
clear their names of suspicion had presented a "completely false picture.

Dr. Stafford L. Warren, 
the UCLA Medical School 
'dean who was a key figure 
| in development of the atom¬ 
ic bomb, yesterday warned

Dr. Warren testified at a 
State Senate hearing.at .which 
Dr. Sidney M. Kolodny told 
how he quit the staff-of the 
■Community Medical Center 1 , 
here because he didn’t like its 
pro-Communist leanings. 

This center, now situated at 
1236 S Lake St. and formerly 
at 5501 S Broadway, is oper- 
' ated by the Community Medi¬ 
cal Foundation, whose presi- i 
dent is the Rev. Stephen H. 
Fritchman. Mr. Fritchman, 
pastor of the First Unitarian 
Church, has been castigated 
in the past by Rep. Donald 
)Jackson of the House Un- 
i American Activities Commit- . 
tee as a man who has aided: 
iubi Communist cause fromi 
jcoa^o coast for m anfcjggars . 
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be just as vulnerable to sabo¬ 
tage from within.” 

Dr. Warren holds top posts 
lA radiological work in the 
State and national civil de¬ 
fense setups.

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More physicians 
defy witchhunters 


. LOS ANGELES, Dec. 9—Dr. Richard W. Lippman, nationally lamed kidney specialist, 
charged before the Burns state un-American committee today that a clique of fascist-minded 
doctors in control of the Los Angeles County Medical Assn, engineered^hls firing from the 
Cedars of Labanon hospital In 1951. 

Dr. Lippman, subpenaed as an “unfriendly” witness, told the un-Americans he is consld* 


erlng legal action against the<S- 
‘'clique” because he holds them 
primarily responsible for the fir¬ 
ing—"the hospital board was not 
primarily responsible,” he said, 
“its members were just too weak 
to resist the pressure.” 

Another highlight of the fourth 
day of the hearings was the tes¬ 
timony of widely-known Negro 
physician, Dr. P. Price Cobbs, 
who told the senators he was 
convinced the reason he was 
hauled before the inquisition was 
because he had long been active¬ 
ly Interested in ending discrimi¬ 


nation in hospitals againsj; Ne¬ 
groes and other minorities. 

Pour leading medical practi¬ 
tioners were called at the morn¬ 
ing session. Besides Lippman and 
Cobbs they were Dr. Joseph Hit- 
tleman and Dr, Saul Matlln. All 
refused to answer witchunting 
queries under protection of the 
Fifth Amendment of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

Dr. Lippman testified he was 
trained at Yale University, spe¬ 
cializing In kidney and high 
blood pressure diseases, had su- 
‘■•pe^vised opening of the first 
kidney clinic in the Southwest 
part of the U.S. at Cedars of 
Lebanon hospital, and was fired 
from the hospital and the clini¬ 
cal work he was directing in 
December 1951, along with two 
other staff doctors, Murray Abo- 
witz and Alexander Pennes. 

They were dismissed after hav¬ 
ing been pilloried before the 
House Un-American Committee 
some months earlier, he recalled. 

"I now have learned,” he tes¬ 
tified, “that it was some of the 
leaders of the Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Medical Assn, who intervened 
to get me dismissed. ... I have 
under advisement at this time a 
legal suit against these Asso¬ 
ciation leaders." 

TELLS OF WORK 

He detailed the work of the 
kidney clinic, which was shut 
[ down after his dismissal. He had 
I half a dozen persons working 
under him in research, he said, 
and was responsible for the ex¬ 
penditure of large government 
grants of money assigned to the 
work. 

“I was not allowed even to en¬ 
ter the clinic building alter my 
dismissal,” said Lippman. “My 
patients lined up In front of the 
office, standing in great pain, 
waiting for me, I was unable to 
attend them.” 

In the two years since, he 
charged, work in the field of al¬ 
leviating kidney diseases in Los 
Angeles and Southern Califor¬ 
nia has been seriously arrested 
as a result of his firing and the 
closing of the clinic. 

.. “Many, many- persons with cur¬ 
able kidney ailments have been 
allowed to suffer unnecessarily 
as a result,” he said. “It is not 
very moral to deny patients ev¬ 
ery possible chance for life and 
health. Yet this is what has 
happened.” 

DR. COBBS' TESTIMONY 

Dr. Cobbs, Negro community 
leader, refused to answer com¬ 
mittee questions relating to or¬ 
ganizations In which he held 
membership, but he told the com¬ 
mittee: 


”1 live and practice In a sec¬ 
tion of the lowest paid minority 
group. I am keenly sensitive to 
the problems of my people. All 
the people need more adequate 
low-cost medical services, but the 
Negro people, because of the dis¬ 
crimination from which they suf¬ 
fer, need It even more desper¬ 
ately. 

MORE CHARGES 

“The purpose of this hearing 
is to attack and destroy those 
who are doing the most to 
achieve that objective. I cannot 
and will not help anyone ... In 
such an unwarranted attack.” 

Dr. Hittleman also charged 
the committee with attacks Up¬ 
on certain doctors, at the “insti¬ 
gation of leaders in the Los An¬ 
geles County Medical Assn.” 

He identified himself as part 
of a 1949 opposition slate which 
ran for office within the medi¬ 
cal group. 

“They opposed our three-point 
program of more democracy, and 
to end racial discrimination, and 
greater emphasis on humani¬ 
tarian goals,” Dr., Hittleman 
said, adding: 

“Nearly 1,000 doctors voted, 
however, for that program along 
with 783 who opposed the loyalty 
oath.” 

Earlier, Dra. Murray Abowits 
and Justin. Frank were excused 
from appearing before the com¬ 
mittee at the request of their 
counsel. 

It was the second day that 
medical men had refused to bow 
before the un-American commit¬ 
tee chaired by State Sen. Hugh 
Burns of Fresno, with Richard 
Combs as committee counsel. 

Late Wednesday the commit- j 
tee directed its attempted smear 
largely at the Community Medi¬ 
cal Center, only interracial low 
cost medical clinic in the county.
